WASHINGTON. Aug. 28.—Pay­ 
rolls at textile establishments pro­ 
ducing cotton, wool, silk, and other 
fabrics increased 50 per cent in the 
past quarter, the Federal Reserve 
Board reported today, reflecting re­ 
sults from the new recovery code. 
This' gain in textile employment 
is contrary to seasonal tendencies, 
the board noted. While other in­ 
dustries have not fared so well, ac­ 
cording to the report, a rapid rise 
in business activity and in com­ 
modity and security prices has oc­ 
curred in recent months. 
Efforts of some industries to pile 
up production ahead of employment 
and wage gains anticipated in the 
codes 
was reflected, the report 
showed, in textiles, shoes, and cig­ 
arette manufacturer. 
While more than 1.500,000 people 
have been re-employed during the 
second quarter of the year, employ­ 
ment expanded much slower than 
production. 
This is attributed to 
manufacturers absorbing a certain 
slackness in their own ranks be­ 
fore taking on additicMial workers. 
There were approximately 11,- 
000,000 still idle in June, the report 
said. Building activity is still at low 
ebb. The steel industry derived 
most of the increased demand from 
its products from automobile plants 
and miscellaneous sources 
rather 
than from railroads or other big 
buyers, but the report called atten­ 
tion to signs of permanent recov­ 
ery.

These 
projects Include road programs in 
the various states, postoffices, water­ 
way developments, federal buildings 
of many types and housing projects. 
A part of the billion dollars has been 
assigned to every state in the Union. 
Urges Action. 
"The power," said Mr. Ickes. "has 
been loosed at the top, with $1,212,- 
864,697 of the $3,300,000,000 fund al­ 
located. That, how'ever, is only the 
beginning of the story—the initial 
carefully calculated move required 
to free those dollars for service thru 
building useful public w'orks. 
"What I am urging now is action 
all the way down the line to trans­ 
late this vast money 
force into 
wages and purchasing power. 
No 
matter how rapidly the administra­ 
tor and public works board allot 
the money it does not serve its full 
purpose until it reaches the pockets 
of the workers. To this end I earn­ 
estly request all officials as well as 
others associated with us in this 
great effort to push forward at an 
even faster pace.” 
Fighting Delays. 
Mr Ickes declared that certain de- 


iays are unavoidable because of the 
necessity of meeting legal require­ 
ments. 
He said legal requirements 
must be met in advertising for com­ 
petitive bids on contracts, posting of 
bonds by contractors, a securing of 
lequired authorizations and many 
other safeguards. With it all, how­ 
ever, the fact must not be lost sight 
of that the purpose of the recovery 
act is to cut unemployment and in­ 
crease purchasing power, he point­ 
ed out. 
"We are fighting delays," the ad­ 
ministrator reputed. 
"As soon as 
the qualifications of a project are 
established we announce the allot­ 
ment as made contingent upon a

“We do not stand on ceremony or 
technicality, but adopt this policy 
deliberately to permit those inter­ 
ested to carry through the w'ork that 
must be preliminary to actual con­ 
struction.

Recent Changes In Dog Law 
Explained By State Officials 


HARRISBURG, Aug. 28.—In spite 
of the wide publicity given recent 
changes in the State dog law, hun- | 
dreds of inquiries regarding amend- \ 
ments made to this law by the 1933 
General Assembly continue to be re­ 
ceived by officials and agents of the , 
bureau of animal industry, Pennsyl­ 
vania Department of Agriculture. 
A number of changes were made 
in the law, officials 
explain, 
the 
most important of which they aum- 
mariZe as follows: 
(1) Appraisal of damages to live­ 
stock and poultry is now entirely in 
the hands of agents of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Department of 
Agriculture 
and in case of damage, the agents in 
the district where the damage oc­ 
curs should be notified immediately. 
Where the agent is not known, his 
name and addre.ss can be secured 
from the county farm agent or the 
county treasurer. 
(2> A person who owns or har- , 


bors an unlicen.sed dog forfeits all 
right to be reimbursed for damage 
to his live stock and poultry by dogs. 
(3) The fee aliowed police officers 
for killing and properly disposing of 
the carca.ss of each unlicensed dog 
has been reduced to $1.00. 
(4> The maximum damage pay­ 
ments provided in the amended law 
are; For hor.ses, mules or registered 
cattle, $100.00 per head; for each un- 
registehed cattle, $60,00; for each 
head of unregistered swine, .sheep or 
goats, $10.00; for 
each 
head 
of 
registered swine, .sheep or 
goats. 
$20 00; for each full grow'n turkey 
or goo.se, $3.00; for each head 
of 
poultry, other than 
turkeys 
and 
geese, domesticated hare or rabbit, 
$1 00.
